NEWPORT, Monmouthshire, En- 
gland, Oct. 15.—More than 2000 
strikers were underground in pits 
in England and Wales today as 
the outgrowth of a “stay-down”’ 
strike of 150 employes of the Nine- 
Mile Point Colliery that began here 
three days ago. 

More than 1900 miners in the 
South Wales district went under- 
ground in sympathy with the Nine- 
Mile Point strikers, who are pro- 
testing against employment of 
non-union laborers. 

Walkout above ground of others 
in the Monmouthshire district put 
more than 3000 on strike in this 
vicinity. 

The men in the mines are report- 
ed playing cards and other games, 
singing, and being generally com- 
fortable, although some _ are in 
darkness because the fuel in their 
cap lamps has burned out. 

Some of the men, more than 55 
years old or under 21, were sent to 
the top to assure the families of 
the miners below that there is no 
cause for alarm. Heavy police 
guards are on duty. 

Sympathizers attempted to wreck 
a train carrying industrial union 
men to the mine. They threw 100 
pounds of stone on the train as it 
passed beneath a bridge, but missed 
the coach in which the men were 
riding and hit an empty car.

Aksum Formally Occupied. 

The Italian army formally occu- 
pied Ethiopia’s holy city of Ak- 
sum today. Gen. de Bono’s army 
entered the city at 7:15 a. m., an- 
other official communique an- 
nounced. The news of the occupa- 
tion reached Rome _ through the 
Government broadcasting station 
at Aduwa. The news was heralded 
as “a victory for the Italian cause” 
not even second to that at Aduwa. 

Italy has taken only 500 prisoners 
in its “war of liberation,” a Gov- 
ernment spokesman said, and im- 
mediately put them to work build- 
ing roads. Prisoners captured in 
action at Aduwa were said to be 
undernourished, but able to work 
under the stimulus of Italian food- 
stuffs brought up from the rear. 

The spokesman estimated the 
total territory now occupied by 
Italy at 400 square kilometers and 
the number of Ethiopian chieftains 
who have gone over to the Italian 
colors at seven. These chieftans are 
expected to increase the Italian 
army by at least 22,000 men, he 
said. 

Italian planes dispersed an Ethi- 
opian column marching under Gen. 
Dedjazmatch Nassibu to Gerlogu)i, 
Italian correspondents reported to- 
day. 

The aerial squadron surprised the 
marching column, the reports said, 
and bombed first the column and 
later a munitions dump near Gar-

GIRL IDENTIFIES 
MRS, MUENCH AS 
JONES’ COMPANION 


Anna Ware Points Her Out 
as Woman With Lawyer 
on Visit Shortly Before 
Her Baby Was Born. 


Anna Ware, unmarried mother, 
testifying today in the St. Louis 
Court of Appeals in her habeas cor- 
pus suit for recovery of her baby 
boy, identified Mrs. Nellie Tipton 
Muench, chief respondent in the 
suit, as the woman with whom 
she took an automobile ride in 
Forest Park a few nights before the 
birth of Miss Ware's baby, Aug. 
17. She said she understood, at the 
time, that Mrs. Muench, whose 
name she did not then know, in- 
tended to adopt the child after its 
birth.

“I refuse to answer on the 
ground that it might tend to in- 
criminate me,’’ Mrs, Muench said, 
stressing the word “might.” A few 
minutes later, her husband said, 
in reply to the same question, “I 
refuse to answer’’—then in a low 
tone—*"‘because it might tend to 
incriminate me,” 

This joint refusal to testify

Mr. Hoover, honorary vice-presi- 
dent of the Boy Scouts, explained 
to reporters that he stopped here 
to discuss Scout matters with Head 
and to repay a visit that Stifel, an 
old friend, and Mrs. Stifel, made at 
the Hoover home in Palo Alto last 
summer. Danforth and Hoover are 
fellow directors of New York Life 
Insurance Co. Local Republican 
leaders did not meet the titular 
head of their party at the station 
nor call upon him during his visit.

ADDIS ABABA AIR RAID DEPENDS 
ON TROOPS THERE, ITALY SAYS 


Reply Made to British Note on Pos- 
sible Bombing of Ethiopian 
Capital and Diredawa. 

By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 15. — The reply 
of Fulvio Suvich, Italian Under Sec- 
retary fcr Foreign Affairs, to a 
note from Sir Eric Drummond, 
British Ambassador to Rome, with 
respect to possible air raids on Ad- 
dis Ababa and Diredawa, was said 
authoritatively today to declare that 
Italian action in respect to bomb- 
ing the cities would most likely be 
determined by whether or not the 
ccncentration of troops is effective 
there. The British are rapidly los- 
ing grounds to press this point, it 
was pointed out in some quarters, 
because of the rapid evacuation of 
heir Nationals. 

At today’s preliminary Cabinet 
meeting Prime Minister Stanley 
Baldwin received two deputations 
desirous of-recording their views 
on the international situation and 
the danger of Britain becoming in- 
volved in the Italian-Ethiopian war.

Witnesses subpenaed for the ha- 
beas corpus hearing which started 
this morning in the St. Louis Court 
of Appeals before Special Commis- 
sioner Rush H, Limbaugh hold the 
keys to any connecting links need- 
ed for judicial determination of 
what became of Anna Ware's baby, 
which the 19-year-old unmarried 
mother alleges is in possession of 
Mrs. Muench and her husband, Dr.

Some time after the reported 
birth of a baby boy to Mrs. Muenc:, 
Prosecuting Attorney C. Arthur 
derson and a St. Louis County 
grand jury began an investigation 
of that report and to aid in this 
quest, they were trying to find out 
what became of a child born to 
Anna Ware. The Post-Dispatch 
first published the news of that 
investigation on Sept. 13. At that 
time Mrs. Muench was a defendant 
in the Kelley kidnaping case, 
scheduled to go to trial Sept. 30, 
after all possibilities of delay ap- 
parently had been exhausted. The 
trial, as has been told, resulted in 
the acquittal of Mrs. Muench. 
Only Result of County Inquiry. 
The only official result of the 
brief county grand jury inquiry, 
which was cut short by expiration 
of the body’s term of office, was a 
statement by Prosecuting Attorney 
Anderson, saying: 

“The grand jury has been investi- 
gating the mysterious circum- 
stances surrounding the birth of-a 
baby on Aug. 17, 1935. It seems 
obvious that there has been a viola- 
tion of the law. The venue of the 
offense, so far as our inquiry har 
disclosed, is entirely in the city of 
St. Louis. We shall pass on the in- 
formation that we have to the Cir- 
cuit Attorney if he desires to pur- 
sue the investigation.” 

Strange developments followed in 
rapid succession. Wilfred Jones, a 
lawyer and formerly an Assistant 
Prosecuting Attorney of St. Louis 
County, was disclosed as having 
made the arrangements for Anna 
Ware to come from Philadelphia to 
St. Louis so that her baby might be 
born here. | 

A letter, carelessly left behind, 
disclosed the part Jones played in 
bringing Anna Ware here. The let- 
ter had been sent to Jones by Mrs. 
Lily Giordon of Philadelphia. The 
writer of the letter is a daughter 
of Mrs. Rebecca Winner, retired 
midwife, to whose home at 6015 Ma- 
ple avenue, Anna Ware was taken 
on her arrival in St. Louis. Miss 
Ware has told that Jones and Mrs. 
Winner met her on her arrival 
here.

In an interview with a _ Post- 
Dispatch rezurter, Dr. Pitzman 
quoted Mrs. ft_uench as having told 
him that neither Dr. Muench nor 
the other physician was actually 
present when the baby arrived, and 
that it was “delivered” by Mrs.

Mrs. Berroyer, a divorcee and 
stenographer, resides with her 
mother, Mrs. Mayme Hawker 
Meyers, at 5559 Pershing avenue.

A striking coincidence is that of 
the X-ray photograph. Anna Ware 
had one made a few days after her 
arrival in St. Louis on orders of 
Wilfred Jones. 
a physician who examined her and 
later attended her at childbirth. 
Jones took it away. 

Mrs. Muench exhibited an X-ray 
picture of an unborn child to Dr, 
Pitzman sometime before the re- 
ported birth of a child to her. This 
was one of the things which led 
Dr. Pitzman to believe her story cf 
expectant maternity.

ADMITS. TENGE 
KILLED BAUER

Witness Says Widow of 


Victim Urged Defendant: 
to Marry Her Before She. 
Wed Bauer. 


INSANITY PLEA 
IS INDICATED 


Mrs. Bauer Yesterday Told 
of Romance With Ac- 
cused Man but Asserted 
He Put Her Off. 


By the Associated Press. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 15.—Counsel for 
Mandeville W. Zenge of Canton, 
Mo., told Judge Cornelius J. Har- 
rington in the Court’s chambers fo- 
day the defense would accept with- 
out argument the State’s allegation 
that Zenge mutilated Walter J. 
Bauer so that he died. 

The statement was made by At- 
torney Joseph Roach shortly after 
a witness at Zenge’s trial testified 
that two months before she mar- 
ried Dr. Bauer, Louise Shaffer of 
La Grange, Mo., threw her arms 
around Zenge and begged him to 
marry her. 

Roach’s associate, Attorney Jo- 
seph Green, said, “We are going to 
show this boy built up his whole 
life about that girl, concentrating 
his every act and thought on her, 
so that he suffered a severe emo- 
tional shock when sbe married 
Bauer.” 

Zenge is accused of attacking 
Bauer July 30. Bauer had married 
Zenge’s former sweetheart, Miss 
Shaffer, July 14. 

Says He Urged Zenge to Wed. 

The witness, who told of Miss 
Shaffer's eagerness to marry Zenge, 
ber high school sweetheart of 26, 
who courted her for six years aft- 
er their school days, was Claude 
B. Staggs, Canton (Mo.) automobile 
salesman who married Zenge's 
cousin, Eileen. Staggs said he 
overbeard the conversation in the 
middle of last May when he drove 
Louise and Zenge back to the hos- 
pital at Kirksville, Mo., where she 
was a night superintendent of 
nurses. 

His story marked the start of 
defense to show that the nurse’s 
sudden marriage to Bauer, 16 years 
her senior, drove Zenge, temporar- 
ily insane. 

“They were on the porch of the 
nurses’ home,” Staggs said. “I 
could see them in the light from 
the street. Louise threw her arms 
about Mandeville and started sob- 
bing. She was pleading with him 
to marry her. But he said he didn’t 
have enough money, and said he 
wanted to have $1000 before he 
married. He said he would have it 
in a short while.” This occurred, 
he said, in the middle of May, two 
months before she married Bauer. 

Mrs. Bauer was not in court as 
the defense opened. Yesterday she 
testified that Zenge, 26-year-old 
farmer had courted her intermif- 
tently for nearly 10 years, but put 
off marrying her. 

Dr. Harold S. Hulbert, Chicago 
mental expert who testified for the 
defense in the Loeb-Leopold murder 
trial, was put on the stand and 
then withdrawn, the defense decid- 
ing first to hear from relatives and 
friends of Zenge on the intensity 
of his devotion to the nurse. 

Time of Killing Disputed. 

Next the defense undertook to 
show that neither the time nor the 
place of the attack on Bauer was 
definitely known. 

Dr. Sidney S. Greenspabn, a sur- 
geen on ithe staff of the American 

ospital in Chicago, testified: 
“There is no way within 24 to 48 
hours after such an injury, of tell- 
ing from the patient’s condition 
when the wound was incurred.” 

Zenge probably will not take the 
witness stand, Attorney Joseph 
Green said. His father, J. Andrew 
Zenge, Canton dairy farmer, and his 
mother, Alice, were both sworn in 
as defense witnesses, as was his 
brother, Leighton, a senior in the 
University of Missouri Law School. 


Widow Testifies. 

The prosecution rested yesterday 
after the widow had told of her ro- 
mance with Zenge. Spectators, 
mostly women, crowded the court- 
room. 

Assistant State’s Attorney Mal 
Goghlan established by Mrs. 
Bauer’s testimony that she had ex- 
pected for eight years to Marry 
Zenge, but that he told her he had 
insufficient money to marry. He 
wrote to her rarely, she testified. 

Mrs. Bauer spoke in a voice so 
low the Court was forced to ask 
her several times to repeat her tes- 
timony. She said she was 24 years 
old and that she was married to 
Bauer July 14, 

“How long have you known 
Zenge?” she was asked. “As long 
as I can remember—I’ve known 
him since my childhood days,” she 
replied. : 

“During your school days, and 
especially your high school days, 
did you keep company with Man- 
deville Zenge?” “Yes I dig” 

“Was marriage the subject of 
conversations between you and 
Mandeville in 1933?” “Yes. We 
talked about it....Marriage was a 
Seneral topic of conversation al- 
Ways when we met.” , 

“We had a mutual understanding 
that we would be married in 1929 
when I graduated from La Grange 
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(Mo.) Bigh School,” she said.

Even though the WPA provides 

jobs for 20,000. St. Louisans, Kasius 
said, there would remain a “stag- 
gering” problem of relief and help- 
ful service for the community.

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SUPREME COURT ACTION 
NN ST. LOUIS CASES 


U. S. Tribunal Kefuses to Re- 
view Five, Cunsents to 
Pass on Sixth. 


By the Associated Press. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—Five 
St. Louis Federal Court cases, which 
have been decided by the United 
States Circuit Court of Appeals, 
Eighth Circuit, were before the 
United States Supreme Court yes- 
terday, in pleas that the Supreme 
Court review the decisions of the 
Court of Appeals. The Supreme 
Court consented to review one of 
the cases, and refused to review the 
other four, in which, accordingly, 
the decisions of the Court of Ap- 
peals will stand. The Supreme 
Court also refused to review a St. 
Louis case decided by the Missouri 
Supreme Court. 


The case which tne Supreme 
Court consented to review was the 
one in which the estate of William 
Edwin Guy of St. Louis sought to 
recover from the United States $94,- 
022 additional estate taxes, paid on 
property valued at $994,195, which 
Mr. Guy had placed in trust for the 
benefit of his four adult children. 
The Court of Appeals held that the 
Government must refund the money. 


The Supreme Court will pass on 
the case. 
Review Denied in One Tax Case. 


The Supreme Court refused to 
review the Court of Appeals deci- 
sion that Virgil P. Randolph Jr. of 
St. Louis and the First and Mer- 
chants’ National Bank of Rich- 
mond, Va., as trustees, must pay 
additional Federal taxes of $52,829 
for 1926 and 1927. Randolph and 
the bank were trustees holding 
stock of the Curleé Clothing Co. of 
St. Louis, and the tax claim resulted 
from a sale of stock. 

Another decision of tne Court of 
Appeals, which the Supreme Court 
refused to review, was in favor of 
the First National Bank in St. 
Louis, Mercantile Commerce Bank 
& Trust Co. of St. Louis, Commerce 
Trust Co. of Kansas City, Anglo 
and London-Paris National Bank of 
San Francisco, New York Trust 
Co. and Burr Stevens & Co. Inc., 
permitting them to retain $1,050,000 
paid them conditionally by the 
Pickering Lumber Sales Co. of 
Kansas City. The Court held the 
banks and Stevens & Co. should re- 
tain the money and should have 
preference for the remaining claims 
in settlement of the Pickering 
company affairs.

ROME, Oct, 15.—After an inter- 
view with Premier Mussolini, for- 
mer Senator Henry J. Allen of Kan- 
sas said today Mussolini appeared 
to have lost hope of avoiding a Eue- 
ropean conflict. 

The former United States Senator 
and publisher, after talking with 
Mussolini for half an hour late yes- 
terday, said: “Apparentl: he be- 
lieves frankly that England means 
war.” 

The’ Premier told Allen in their 
,interview—the former Senator's sece 
ond with Mussolini in eight years— 
that he appreciated the neutrality 
of the United States in the Italian- 
Ethiopian conflict. 

Mussolini was said by Allen to be 

in “fine feather,’ welcoming his 
army’s political successes among 
Ethiopian tribesmen. 
. Allen attributed to Mussolini him- 
self the assertion that Italy would 
not leave the League unless mili- 
tary sanctions -were imposed. 

“In spite of the heavy internae- 
‘tional threat under which he is pro- 
ceeding, Mussolini impressed me as 
being probably the calmest ruler 
in the world today,” Allen said. 

“Apparently he regards the die as 
cast and has no domestic problem 
as far as consolidation of his sup- 
port among the Italian people is 
concerned. 

“He gave me to feel that he does 
not hope for avoidance of a Euro- 
pean war. He continues to assert 
he will not leave the League of Na- 
tions unless military sanctions are 
employed.”

SCARLET FEVER IN ILLINOIS 


“Sharp Increases” in This and Diph- 
theria Reported. 

SPRINGFIELD, IIl., Oct. 15.— 
The Public Health Department to- 
day announced “sharp increases” in 
the prevalence of scarlet fever and 
diphtheria during the week ending 
yesterday. 

“The 381 new cases of scarlet fe- 
ver and the 67 new cases of diph- 
theria mark new high incidence lev- 
els for both diseases this season,” 
said Dr. Frank J. Jirka, health di- 
rector. “Hamilton and Madison 
counties are the centers of diph- 
theria epidemic outbreaks of minor 
magnitude. There were 16 new cases 
of infantile paralysis, with five cases 
from St. Clair County. Undulant fe- 
ver is running a somewhat higher 
prevalence course this year than 
last.” 


JOBLESS 10 MAKE 
LOCAL HEALTH SURVEY 


About 130 to Work on Fed- 
eral Project, Starting in 
About Two Weeks. 


A health survey of 25,000 St. Louis 
families, to be conducted by 139 
workers from the relief rolls under 
the direction of th2 United States 
Public Health Service, will begin 
in about two weeks, David Hail- 
man, state supervisor of the survey, 


said today. 

A similar undertaking has been 
started in Detroit, and others will 
begin soon in seven other large ci- 
ties: Studies will be made in 19 
states, including Missouri, Michigan, 
Illinois, and Minnesota in a district 
directed by Dr. A. W. Hedrich, pro- 
fessor of biostatistics at the Johns 
Hopkins University School of Pub- 
lic Health. 

House tu House Survey. 

The survey, which will be from 
house to house in representative 
areas of the city during the next 
six months, will seek to determine 
the extent of chronic cisease and 
physical impairment which render 
individuals unemployable, history of 
acute communicable diseases, sta- 
‘tistics. on medical treatment re-

The purpose is to 
obtain a cross-section analysis of 
health conditions in the community, 
rather than to find substantiation 
for anyone’s ideas on abstract ques- 
tions such as the ‘relationship be- 
tween low income and poor health. 
Hailman was formerly medical su- 
pervisor for the St. Louis Relief Ad- 
ministration. 
Jobless as Canvassers. 

Unemployed men and women, 
both whites and Negroes, registered 
with the Missouri State Employment 
Service, have been selected as can- 
vassers. Those who are successful 
in an examination Oct. 21, will be 
trained for tLe survey by Mrs. W. 
W. Burke, upervisor for St. Louis, 
formerly a teacher of social science 
at Washington University. 

According to Hailman, one of the 
important facts which it is hoped 
will be established by the survey 
is the number of persons who can- 
not work because of a chronic dis- 
ease such as tuberculosis or a 
heart or stomach ailment, or whose 
efficiency is impaired by deafness, 
blindness, or paralysis. This num- 
ber will be computed as an aver- 
age characteristic of the entire 
country. 

Results of the studies on family 
income and amount of medical 
treatment may be of use in fram- 
ing social legislation. The data on 
diphtheria, smallpox, scarlet fever 
and other communicable diseases 
will serve as a check on records 
compiled before by local health 
bodies. 

Other Surveys in State. 

St. Louis County may be surveyed 
also by the staff under Mrs. 
Burke. Studies will be made at 
Springfield, Clinton, Chillicothe and 
perhaps in some Ozark community 
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under Hailman’s direction. Local 
offices for the survey have not 
been selected yet. 

Co-operation in the undertaking 
has been assured by the St. Louis 
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Health Department and the St. 
Louis Medical Society, which has 
appointed an advisory committee. 
The findings of the study will be 
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available to local health officials, 
since a compilation of data will be 
made here in addition to the gen-

Roosevelt Notes as Scrapping 
Doctrine of Freedom of Seas 


Arms Embargo and Warning to Aienericaine to 
Avoid Italian Ships So Taken—Right of 
Search Still Insisted on By England. 


(Copyright, 1935.) 

LONDON, Oct. 15. -The Ameri- 
can doctrine of the freedom of the 
Seas which conflicted with the 
British blockade of Germany and 
caused strained relations between 
the two English-speaking nations 
in the early stages of the World 
War has now been waived by 
Washington and the British doc- 
trine of search and seizure remains 
unchallenged. 

This is the widespread interpre- 
tation which the British press 
places on President MRoosevelt’s 
proclamation putting an embargo 
on shipment of implements of war 
to Italy and Ethiopia and admon- 
ishing Americans not to cross the 
ocean in Italian ships. 

“The American doctrine of free- 
dom of the seas is dead,” the Morn- 
ing Post readers are told by their 
Washington correspondent. The 
English are told the Americans 
“can no longer rely upon the pro- 
tection of the American Navy, 
which in any case is concentrated 
in the Pacific.” 


Abandonment of Policy.” 


“Great historical importance,” 
Daily Mail readers are advised, “at- 
taches to the President’s warning, 
which is tantamount to a definite 
abandonment of the policy which 
led the United States into two wars 
—in 1812 and 1917—the policy of 
insistence on freedom of the seas 
and the right of neutrals to trade 
with the belligerents.” 

The Manchester Guardian re- 
ports from New York: “It is gen- 
erally accepted here that the Unit- 
ed States has definitely renounced 
the doctrine of the freedom of the 
seas. Those who recall how near- 
ly Great Britain and the United 
States came to war over the block- 
ade imposed upon Germany will 
not miss the significance of this 
revised interpretation of American 
neutrality.” 

The Daily Star says editorially: 
“It at once removes the argument 
that if blockades are. imposed by 
the League Powers, they will be 
running the risk of war with the 
United States.” 

Right of Search. 

The right of search at sea and 
the position of neutral shipping is 
discusssed extensively in the press 
here. The Morning Post’ says: 
“*The right of visiting and search- 
ing merchant ships upon the high 
seas, whatever be the ships, what- 
ever be the cargoes, whatever be 
the destinations, is the incontest- 
able right of lawfully commis- 
sioned cruisers of a belligerent na- 
tion. Thus Lord Stowell ruled in 
1799, and nothing has happened 
since to alter these rights of a bel- 
ligerent nation. 

“Tt is true the United States took 
a stand upon the freedom of the 
seas and this doctrine was em- 
bodied in President Wilson’s 14 


points. It has been defined by an 
American statesman as ‘the right 
of neutral nations to carry their 
commerce as freely in the time of 
war as in peace, except when they 
carry actual munitions of war or 
when the actually seek to break 
the blockade which is more than a 
paper blockade.’ 

“The American State Depart- 
ment, however, has recommended 
that the United States should not 
insist upon the freedom of the 
seas in future wars. In any event 
the British Government hes always 
been an upholder of the right of 
visit and search of merchant ves- 
sels under whatever flag they may 
sail; and an opponent of the doc- 
trine of the freedom of the seas. 
It was this attitude which led 
to much controversy between Great 
Britain and the United States dur- 
ing the Great War.” 


England Permits Search. 

As defender of this viewpoint 
Great Britain admits its own ship- 
ping as well as American and oth- 
er neutral shipping subject’ to 
search by the Italians now. It is 
thought Italy will not wish to ex- 
ercise this right outside of the Med- 
iterranean and the Red Seas and 
possibly the northwest portion of 
the Indian Ocean. 

“There is no doubt, therefore,” 
The Post says “that the Itallo-Abys- 
sinian hostilities confer the right 
upon  Italy—Abyssinia, too, if it 
had a navy—of stopping, visiting 
and searching British ships on the 
high seas passing through the Med- 
iterranean or Red Sea or approach- 
ing the Gulf of Aden and if con- 
sidered necessary of diverting ships 
for detailed examination in an 
Italian port. 


Doctrine of Continuous Voyage. 

“There is another’ important 
point. That is that ships carrying 
contraband—and it is for the Ital- 
ian Government to declare what 
articles are considered either ab- 
solute or conditional contraband— 
to any port having any access to 
Abyssinia, can be detained and 
confiscated in the event of a prize 
court finding that the cargo is in- 
tended for Abyssinia. This is due 
to the doctrine of continuous voy- 
age by which the destination of 
the ship makes no difference if it 
can prove that the cargo is eventu- 
ally destined for a belligerent. 

“This doctrine was originated by 
this country and was upheld during 
the great war in spite of the pro- 
tests of neutrals. Thus Italy would 
be entitled to detain British cargoes 
consinged to Egyptian ports, ports 
of British Somaliland and ports of 
Kenya pending the decision of a 
prize court—provided of course 
that the doctrine of continuous voy- 
age might be applied to ships sail- 
ing to all ports at Tanganyika, the 
Union of South Africa, and South-

10,000,000 MORE 
FOR ART GALLERY 


Deeds Securities to Trust, 
Which Is _ to Direct Con- 
struction of Building in

Question of Taxation of 
Large Gift Likely to Be 
Problem for Federal Of- 


ficials. 


By the Associated Press. 
PITTSBURGH, Pa., Oct. 15.—The 


filing of a deed yesterday disclosed 
that Andrew W. Mellon has given 
$10,000,000 more for construction of 
an art gallery in Washington, D. C. 

The former Secretary of the 
Treasury, in conveying income-bear- 
ing securities to a trust, outlined in 
a seven-page document the purposes 
of the fund. 

The Melion Public Educational 
and Charitable Trust, which was 
organized in 1930, chiefly for the 
object of creating thi3 gallery, and 
has been actively operating since 
then for various charitable and ed- 
ucational purposes, already has in 
its keeping for such a gallery pic- 
tures that cost Mellon more than 
$25,000,000. | 

The new deed instructs it to take 
“necessary action” as soon as pos- 


sible toward establishment of this 
institution for the Government. 

The buiiding which is to be erect- 
ed is not in any way to bear Mel- 
lon’s name, but is to be known as 
the National Gallery of Art of the 
United States or by some similar 
name. ith the completion of the 
gallery the collection of rare paint- 
ings which Mellon hag been gath- 
ering for many years can be housed 
and shown to the public. 

Under the deed this project must 
not be delayed beyond June 30, 1941, 
which allows the trustees six years. 
In any event, the entire fund must 
be “used and disposed of” for such 
purposes. 

Question of Federal Tax. 


Whether the gift will be subject 
to a Federal tax is a question the 
Board of Tax Appeals or the higher 
courts likely will have to settle.

By the Associated Press, 
WASHINGTON, Oct. 15.—The Su- 
preme Court yesterday received 


from Georgia, whose Governor, 
Eugene Talmadge, is an oppo 
nent of President Roosevelt, a 


request for permission to challenge 
the constitutionality of the Bank- 
head Cotton Control Act. Chief 
Justice Hughes said the court 
would consider the request. It 
agreed last spring to review a 
Texas case involving the Bankhead 
cotton ginning tax. 

Georgia’s action, dictated by Tal- 
madge, sought the consent of the 
Supreme Court for bringing an orig- 
inal injunction suit against Attor- 
ney-General Cummings, Secretary 
of the Treasury Morganthau, Sec- 
retary of Agriculture Wallace and 
Guy T. Helvering, Commissioner of 
Internal Revenue, to block collec- 
tion of ginning taxes. - 

The bill of complaint which the 
State seeks to file contends “the 
scheme of local production control 
set up by the Bankhead law is not 
within any of the powers conferred 
upon the Congress by the Constitu- 
tion of the United States.” 

Price-Fixing Charge. 

“The obvious policy of the law is 
to fix and maintain prices at an 
arbitrary level determined by the 
defendants,” the bill continues, 
“Power thus to contro] production 
within a state and thus fix prices is 
nowhere expressly or impliedly 
granted to the Congress by the Con- 
stitution.” 

Georgia, as the owner of 160 acres 
of land in two counties on which it 
grows cotton, argued that the law 
violated the taxing power granted 
by the Constitution; took property 
without due process of law; embod- 
ied an unwarranted delegation of 
legislative powers to Secretary Wal- 
lace, and violated the tenth amend- 
mend which expressly reserved to 
the states all powers not granted to 
the Federal Government by the 
Constitution.

The kinds of topography in Missouri are happily 
apportioned.

There thousands of acres of sharply 
sloping land which should have been kept in forests 
have been devoted to unprofitable grazing, while tn- 
numerable tracts of land which should have been re- 
tained for pastures have been converted into sub- 
marginal farm land. Man-caused erosion and the 
burning over of timber have literally laid waste to 
much of Missouri. We have put the soil to short- 
sighted, haphazard uses long enough, indeed, far too 
long. Missouri needs to study itself as a whole, to 
find out what is the wisest use for the soil in each 
locality and then devote the land to that use, with 
an eye on the future as well as.on the present. 
In the wiser use of the land of Missouri in the 
future—for it is certain to come—no industry prom- 
ises to do more for this State than the dairying in- 
dustry. St. Louis will make a great mistake if it 
does not recognize the importance of the twenty- 
sixth annual National Dairy Show in this connec- 
tion. The exhibition at the Arena is more than an 
assembly of the blue bloods of the five great milk- 
producing breeds from all over the country. It .is a 
powerful incentive to the region for miles around 
to develop and improve its own dairying industry. 
Someone points out that there are only six states 
—in order, Wisconsin, Minnesota, Iowa, New York, 
Texas and Illinois—which outrank Missouri in the 
number of cows and heifers kept for milk. True, but 
should Missouri be content to be sixth? Why should 
Wisconsin, which has only one large city, and whose 
winters are severe, have some 2,200,000 head of milk 
producers to the 1,000,000 head in Missouri, which 
has two large cities to supply with dairy products, 
and where the climate makes the care of the cattle 
much less of a financial problem? 
The answer is that Wisconsin has realized some- 
thing which Missouri has not yet recognized. This 
is that dairying, as the largest single branch of agri- 
culture with the exception of raising stock for slaugh- 
ter, is worth widespread scientific development. We 
do not lack for an efficient College of Agriculture 
or an agricultural experiment station to help dairy 
farmers. New roads are constantly shortening the 
distances from farms to cities. What is needed is a 
popular appreciation of what an industry whose prod- 
ucts each year run to more than three billion dollars 
in this country, can mean to Missouri. 

If the dairy show now in progress is a financial 
success—if the people of the St. Louis metropolitan 
area support it as they should—the dairymen of the 
country will make this their annual meeting place, 
we are told.

A PUBLIC HEALTH OPPORTUNITY. 

The American Public Health Association at its re- 
cent meeting in Milwaukee voted to investigate indi- 
cations that the syphilis death rate is much larger 
than reported. This action followed the disclosure 
before the vital statistics section of the association 
that syphilis, as a cause of death, stood much higher 
in confidential death statistics of Westchester 
County, New York, than in the official figures. | 

Public health authorities and those in charge of 
venereal disease clinics have long contended that the 
official vital statistics of the large cities of the coun- 
try were grossly misleading in this important matter. 
Heart disease, they have argued, has been listed as 
the cause of death thousands of times when the real 
cause was syphilis. 

Obviously, if vital statistics are to be of any value 
they must be correct. The physician who deliberately 
gives heart disease as the cause of death when it is 
actually syphilis may think he is being kind; in 
truth, he is helping keep the venereal disease problem 
the great public health problem which it is. For only 
when the prevalence of venereal diseases is known 
and they are treated as other diseases will it be pos- 
sible to combat them scientifically and with greatest 
effectiveness. 

The investigation authorized at Milwaukee has 
great possibilities as a contribution to the public 
health of the United States.

To the Editor of the 8un: 

N your editorial on Gov. Hoffman's pro- 
| posed amendment to the Constitution, you 

touched on a point which well deserves 
extensive consideration. It is true that the 
Supreme Court does not give advisory opin- 
ions, but the reason for that is not common- 
ly understood by the general public. 

(‘The Sun’s editorial said in part of the 
New Jersey Governor's proposal: “This may 
be dismissed as cruel and unusual punish- 
ment of nine hard-working jurists who have 
been clearing their calendars with remark- 
able speed. To compel the Court to examine 
every one of the myriad acts of Congress 
would be not only inhuman but unneces- 
sary. The Court has never decided moot 
cases or given advisory opinions; and its 
history has justified this course.’’—Editor’'s 
note.) 

The Governor's plan would permit what 
would: amount to advisory opinions. It 
looks simple on the surface, but really 
isn't. Something of the kind has often been 
proposed, but each particular suggestion has 
been found invariably so hostile to  well- 
understood processes of judicial thought in 
the United States that it has rarely amount- 
ed to much more than a moot question. 

The Governor would require that every 
statute passed by Congress be submitted 
for a ruling as to its constitutionality before 
it could be put into effect. In practice, this 
would make of the Supreme Court a kind 
of third house of the national Legislature. 
But that is not the only—and is by no 
means the chief—objection. 

For the courts to pass on legislation in 
the abstract would simply mean the sub- 
stitution of judgments on speculation for 
judgments rising out of facts in specific in- 
stances. The present function of the court 
in constitutional questions is not conceived 
to be primarily that of saying whether Con- 
gress has or has not exceeded its powers, 
but of saying whether citizens are deprived 
of constitutional rights by operation of acts 
of Congress. 

The- Supreme Court early refused to give 
advisory opinions and has held tenaciously 
to that policy. The reasons are not far to 
seek. For one thing, the court did not wish 
to be made over into a legislative body. It 
desired to hold itself aloof from every in- 
fluence of legislative policy. 

Most important of all, it started with. and 
has maintained, the assumption that all acts 
of Congress are valid until there is positive 
evidence to the contrary. As Tredell said in 
1798, the authority to declare a statute void 
is “of so delicate and awful nature” that the 
court “will never resort to that authority, 
but in a clear and urgent case.” 

Moreover, a statute may be constitutional 
as regards one set of facts and unconstitu- 
tional as regards another. Take. for in- 


stance, a law forbidding conspiracy in re- 
straint of trade, grounded on the right of 
Congress to regulate interstate commerce. It 
is manifestly within the right of Congress 
to forbid, say, conspiracies among railroads 


affecting such commerce, but whether it can 
likewise control a local conspiracy of local 
laborers on a local joh which may directly 
or indirectly affect Interstate commerce de 
pends altogether on circumstances, 


a 


As was said in the Schechter case, the 
precise line between direct and indirect ef- 
fects upon interstate commerce can be 
drawn only as individual cases arise, al- 
though the distinction itself is clear in prin- 
ciple. 

To ask the Supreme Court to pass in ad- 
vance upon the constitutionality of a com- 
plicated measure such as the National In- 
dustrial Recovery Act would be to expect 
its members to be endowed with superhu- 
man prescience. How could any set of men 
possibly foresee the application of such a 
law to every set of facts which might con- 
ceivably develop”? 

Various attempts have been made to draw 
an analogy between American procedure 
and that in England, which permits the 
House of Lords, when exercising judicial 
functions, to summon members of the Ju- 
dicial Committee of the Privy Council and 
ask them questions. But the parallel is not 
good. In England, Parliament is supreme; 
it can overrule any such advice whenever it 
wishes. There is a famous instance in 
which 12 Judges gave their opinions and the 
Lord Chancellor convinced the House that 
they were all wrong! 

Canada adopted a statute authorizing the 
Government in Council to call upon the Su- 
preme Court on questions of law and fact. 
But there, too, conditions are not parallel 
with those in the United States. Like as the 
two Federal systems are in many respects, 
they differ fundamentally in that in Can- 
ada the Dominion is the reservoir of undele- 
gated power, whereas in the United States 
the states are the reservoir. 

It should seem clear to anybody that 
there would be essential difference between 
advisory opinions for a state and advisory 
opinions for the United States. A state, as 
regards its domestic policy, is a sole politi- 
cal unit; the United States is not, for it is 
restrained by delegations and reservations 
of power held by the states. In our pres- 
ent system, the Supreme Court holds the 
scales in which many powers are delicate- 
ly balanced. To destroy that balance by 
making it in effect a legislative adjunct of 
Congress is something which no thovghtful 
American could contemplate without mis- 
givings.

BVIOUSLY the two most im- 
() portant reasons for the League's 
about-face were the stiffening 
of the British and the high-handed 
militancy of Mussolini.

unquestionably be accomplished, but 
it will probably be a long affair, 
like all civilizing processes. 

“All wars consist primarily of two 
phases: First, mobilization, and sec- 
ondly, concentration. The Ethio - 
ians have mobilized, but the second 
step is unfinished.

Douglas Says Continued ‘‘Ex- 
cessive Federal Spending” 
Will Cause It. 


By the Associated Press. 

PHILADELPHIA, Oct. 15.— 
Lewis W. Douglas, former director 
of the budget, last night predicted 
a “bankrupt banking system” and 
a collapse of Government credit if 
what he termed “excessive spend- 
ing” is continued. He spoke at the 
opening of an anti-New Deal pro- 
gram sponsored by the Sentinels of 
the Republic, an organizaticn 
which states its purpose is to “main- 
.tain the fundamental principles of 
the American Constitution.” 

By “rigging” the market in its 
own securities, the Government is 
“financing deficits” by an “insidi- 
ous and deceptive method,” Douglas 
asserted. en 

He said‘ that if the structure col- 
lapses, “we will expericnce a bank- 
rupt b g system, for it now 
holds approximately 60 per cent of 
the Gevernment debt; a bankrupt 
Federal Reserve System, for it now 
holds almost two and one-half bil- 
lions of Government obligations. 

“We will have a great mass of 
unemployed, and no Government 
“redit on which they can subsist.” 

eclaring that he fails to see how 
the estimated increase of -evenue 
jumped from $4,000,000,000 to $4,470,- 
000,000, the speaker asked if “by 
any chance the estimate of revenue 
has been deliberately overstated?” 

‘It is to be hoped that the esti- 
mated incréase will be actually re- 
alized,” he said, “but however high 
may be our hopes, the fact remains 
that the revenues collected up to 
the 4th day of October of this year 
were by 28 millions greater than 
the revenues collected during the 
same period for the fiscal year 
1935.”

Ap- 
parently the only way to win is by 
taking the diamond finesse (dia- 
mond jack), but the declarer de- 
cides to try a few rounds of other 
suits‘to get some clew to distribu- 
tion. East, therefore, enters his 
hand with the club king and ruffs 
the third spade in dummy with the 
club queen, whereupon North dis- 
cards a heart. It is now clear that 
South held, originally, six spades. 
A second round of trumps is played 
and both North-and South follow. 
Of South's 13 cards, eight now are 
located, and the picture has 
changed! The attractiveness of 
the diamond finesse has vanished 
since it is not probable that four 
of South's five remaining cards are 
diamonds, and thus it is probable 
that North, holding the larger num- 
ber of diamonds, has the queen. If 
South has three diamonds and two 
hearts, a sure squeeze will develop, 
but if he has two diamonds (with- 
out the queen), no play will win. 
If he has three diamonds to the 
queen, the queen will drop when de- 
clarer ruffs the third round of dia- 
monds.

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A St. Louisan Adds To Bob Brown's Recent Article j 
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By John W. Handley. 


ES, I read Bob Brown on Ital- 
y ian foods and vitamins, But, 

Bob old boy, what a lot of 
good ones you missed. 

In the field of pasta alone you 
passed up many of the best bets. 
To one who spent many long years 
in Italy—over 20 in my case—it was 
like reading a menu with most of 
the best items omitted. 

Perhaps you didn't know that ev- 
ery section of Italy has its special- 
ties in the preparation of maca- 
roni, spaghetti, fettucine and all 
the infinite variations of the se- 
ductive pasta, 

Let’s start at Naples and work 
north. Dearest to the heart of Ne- 
apolitans are the spaghetti alle 
vongole, Vongole are a sea shell 
fish, smaller than our clams but 
having a somewhat similar shell, 
The vongole are cooked in a flavory 
sauce in which olive oil, onions, a 
trace of garlic and red peppers are 
the main ingredients. The spaghet- 
ti are boiled “al dente” and then 
the vongole are poured over it, 
mixed in and the whole sprinkled 
with gra.ed pecorino, a cheese 
made from sheep's milk. Naples 
likes its maccheroni with a plain to- 
mato sauce, too, and of course par- 
megiano. 

Bob mentions getting maccheroni 
at Alfredo’s in Rome with tomato 
sauce, I pretty nearly lived at Al- 
fredo's and only saw him serve fet- 
tucine Alfredo. He makes his own 
fettucine—not unlike our egg 
noodles—and serves them with lots 
of delicious sweet butter and a 
special brand of Parmesan cheese 
of his own. In an order for two 
people he generally allows a quar- 
ter of a pound of butter and almost 
as much cheese. One must see Al- 
fred do the mixing. It is like a 
ballet dance, He prances round the 
table waving his fork and spoon 
until the butter is entirely dis- 
solved and every single ribbon of 
the fettucine is basted in the but- 
ter and cheese, Doug Fairbanks 
and Mary Pickford were so en- 
chanted with his performance mix- 
ing the dish that they presented 
Alfredo with a solid gold spoon and 
fork. He carries them in the breast 
pocket of his coat but doesn’t use 
them, except to exhibit them and 
proudly tell the story of the pre- 
sentation. 

When you are through with a 
helping of Alfredo’s fettucine al 
burro e formaggio about all you 
care for is something to top it off, 
and here Alfredo suggests an ome- 
lette flambee. That’s another cere- 
mony. The omelet, creamy light, is 
sprinkled with powdered sugar and 
then cognac or rum is poured over 
it and lighted. As Alfredo himself 
brings it in flaming from the kitch- 
en the restaurant lights go out for 
a moment. Your omelette flambee 
is the only important thing in the 
restaurant, 

Further North, in Bologna, you 
find tagiiatelli alla Bolognese. The 
sauce is made with bacon (lardo in 
Italian) slivers of pork meat and 
veal, cooked in an aromatic sauce 
of olive oil, onions, garlic, celery 
(sedano in Italian) and a variety 
of herbs most of which can’t be

Body Then For This Growing-up Period Has Its Own Pitfalls for Health 


AN’S life is divided into periods 

which are distinctive and definite in 

both physical and mental character- 
istics, Much has been written and val- 
uable advice broadcast on the care, feed- 
ing and management of infants, toddlers 
and young school children. 

The period when a young child blos- 
soms into youth seems to have been neg- 
lected lately, although in many respects 
it is a most important stage of life and 


one beset with numerous difficulties. This 
period is called adolescence. The word is 
derived from the Latin, adulescentia, 
which means “growing up.” The ancient 
philologist showed remarkable knowledge 
and judgment in their nomenciature. 

Adolescence is the growing-up period 
and applies to the whole body and not 
to one set of organs. There is a general 
impression that adolescence means S€X- 
ual development and that the word is 
synonymous with puberty. Puberty re- 
fers only to the appearance of sexual ma- 
turitvy, while adolescence does not con- 
fine itself to sexual growth but is equally 
concerned with the growing up and de- 
velopment of the entire body and the 
mind. 

Physical preparation for this period 
really begins before birth when healthy 
parents are responsible for vigoraus 
youth. The nurture and nourishment of 
early childhood are also important fac- 
tors in promoting strong and sturdy adol- 
escents. 

The effects of infections in early child- 
hood are often not manifest until adol- 
escence. The so-called diseases of child- 
hood, especially the infectious ones, may 
permanently affect a child’s health and 
strength. The heart is all too frequently 
damaged as a result of these diseases or 
from chronic infections of their teeth, 
tonsils or sinuses. 

Heart disease may not be recognized 
nor any symptoms show themselves until 
a child reaches the period of adolescence. 
Too much emphasis can not be placed on 
the importance of annual physical ex- 
aminations, for by this means any de- 
fects or infections are discovered and 
steps can be taken to curb their prog- 
ress and to safeguard and prolong the 
child’s life. 

Tuberculosis in adolescent children is 
often overlooked for the childhood type 
of tuberculosis differs greatly from adult 
type. There are no cough, no fever, no 
night sweats; and the disease can only 
be diagnosed by skin tests and X-ray 
examinations. Proper precautions and 
treatment in infected children will bring 
about complete recovery. 

Anemia is common in adolescent girls 
and a complete blood examination will 
determine the treatment to be followed. 
The thyroid gland is frequently enlarged 
in young girls, and such children not only 
show a slight enlargement of the neck 
but they get tired easily, do not grow 
normally and are likely to be nervous 
and fidgety. They do not perspire freely 
and their hands are dry, never moist. 
This: condition can be completely cured 
if taken in time. 

The presence of diabetes is often not 
recognized until an examination of the 
urine or blood is taken and while this 
was considered a hopeless condition not 
many years ago its course can now be ar- 


rested.

HE life and health of an adolescent 
5 child needs supervision and direction, 

or the load will be too much for the 
machine to carry and overstrain and a 
physical breakdown will result. Parents 
are often to blame for setting too high 
goals for their children and making un- 
reasonable demands upon them. Too 
much study and too much homework do 
not help but harm a child. 

Children should not be driven beyond 
their capacity by parents or teachers. 
Dr. Cronin in his novel, “Hatters Castle,” 
portrays the effect of a domineering 
father whose pride in having his daugh- 
ter stand first in her classes made him 
try to whip her into mental leadership 
like a jockey winning a race. To force /

and cram knowledge in the mind at the/ 
expense of the body and health is inex- 
cusable. 


There is grave danger of over-exercise 
through devotion to certain sports at this 
period. Excessive competitive exercises 
in a growing-up child may be disastrous. 
College athletes receive careful attention 
from their college physicians, trainers 
and the coaches. Boys on high school 
teams do not always receive this careful 
medical supervision and they often take 
part in games and athletics for which 
they are not physically able. 

Parents must realize that, when chil- 
dren reach the age of adolescence. they 
are no longer attached to theapron-strings. 
The operation of cutting the apron-strings 
is painful to parents; but must be per- 
formed early, if the child is to be happy 
and successful.

This period of transition from child- 
hood into maturity is difficult and per- 
plexing. Introspection and self-analysis 
appear and a child sullenly resents strict 
parental discipline. Parents must respect 
and grant the freedom their child desires 
He should be considered a member of the 
family and take part in its conferences. 
This would insure more cheerful co-oper- 
ation in the family problems—financial 
and others, 
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Adolescent youngsters need supervision wisely mixed with freedom.

After these foods let your child fill out 
the rest of his meals with what he craves 
and can be supplied with.

For the disease is tularemia, one 
of those transmitted directly from 
animal to man. It is very common 
in rabbits all over the country, and 
is also found in squirrels 2nd quails. 
The germ is killed by cooking, so 
there is no danger in eating the 
flesh of the infected animals. But 
the germ easily enters the system 
through small cuts (or even the 
intact skin) when the fresh blood 
of the animal is touched, as in skin- 
ning or dressing. 

Prevention is easy and consists in 
wearing rubber gloves while dress- 
ing wild game. 
| It is an occupational disease in 

that butchers and hunters ‘are the 
| regular victims. 

| The form I have just described 
is the usual one. Sometimes the 
glands swell up without any ap- 


parent portal of entry on the skin, - 


but this is usually because the lit- 
tle sore has healed up without be- 
ing noticed. 

Another form affects the eyes 
producing a superficial ulceration, 
_and, in fact, some of the first cases 
were discovered by an oculist in 
Arizona. The infection is conveyed 
‘to the eye by rubbing the eye with 
infected fingers. 

It is worth noting that a general 
practitioner, Dr. R. A. Pearse of 
Brigham City, Ufah, reported cases 
of this kind from the bite of the 
deerfiy as early as 1910. In fact, 
when I first heard the disease 
described, the speaker began by 
saying, “Here is a new disease 
fathered by a general practitioner, 
mothered by an oculist, and deliv- 
ered by a U. S. public health labora- 


tory worker.” 


Tularemia in man is not serjous 
in most instances, recovery being 
the rule in the vast majority of in- 


stances. But the disability is suf- 


ficiently uncomfortable and time- 
consuming to warrant observance 


‘of the method of prevention advo- 


cated above.
